Previous Nock Articles 
Quoted By Rabbi Prove 
He’s Old Anti-Semite

SAN FRANCISCO.—Albert Jay 
Nock, whose two recent articles in 
the Atlantic Monthly espoused the 
thesis that anti-Semitism is a re- 
sult of the Jews being an Oriental 
people living in an Occidental en- 
vironment, is a “proved and tested 
anti-Semite,” declares Rabbi Saul 
E. White of Temple Beth Sholem 
in San Francisco in an article ap- 
pearing in the Emanu-el and Jew- 
ish Journal, published here. 

Nock’s articles of the last ten 
years or so, are proof, says Rabbi 
White, that the two in the Atlantic 
Monthly are not occasioned by a 
“feeling of outrage against the 
growth of anti-Semitism in our 
country” but are rather a develop- 
ment of “an old hunch into a ma- 
jor thesis; and that “in days not 
so distant he did not look for fine 
feathers in which to cloak his vul- 
gar anti-Semitism.” 

Rabbi White reveals that in a 
book of essays entitled “On Doing 
the Right Thing,” published in 
1928, Nock wrote: “In actual life 
they (the Jews) are dreadful 
people. I sometimes think that 
there will be record-breaking po- 
groms in New York some day and 
there are occasions even now when 
the most peace-loving person 
among us wishes he could send 
over a couple of sotnias of Cos- 
sacks to floor manage the subway 
rush.” 


Pe 
In a “Journal of These Days. 
published in 1934, Nock, accorfjing 
to Rabbi White’s revelations, 
wrote: } 

“It is ironic that the offsprings 
of those who crucified Jesus’ are 
the ones who profit most by ‘the 
seasonal sentiment of Christmas, 
But in the Jewish view Geshaft ist 
immer Geshaft and most Christ- 
ians are too dull-witted to perceive 
the anomaly.” In the same Journal 
he also writes: “This morning I 
was thinking of our newspapers 
here in New York as a typical echt 
Jewish enterprise for its peculiar 
‘quality of unscrupulousness ad 
shabbiness.” 


Addressing himself to “those 
who are disturbed by Mr. Nock’s 
adumbrations and prophecy of 
doom,” Rabbi White says, “it may 
be some comfort to know that he 
was expecting pogroms as early 
as 1928, and that his acute aware- 
ness of a dangerous Jewish prob- 
lem which we are led to believe 
has come to him only yesterday, is 
dated in his “Journal of Our 
For 
the past decade he has been wait- 
ing for disaster and catastrophe. 


“I prefer the old Mr. Nock, the 
open and above-board anti-Semite, 
the one who yearned for the Cos- 
sacks and pogroms to Mr. Nock, 
the pseudo-philosopher of folk and 
country, the poor disciple of Goeb- 
bels and Rosenberg,” Rabbi White 
concludes.

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Maybe He Doesn’t 
Like Columnists

“V-gehts, Sam?” said Phil, “I see where Winchell, the column- 
ist, says that the trouble between Goering and Hitler started when 
Goering said ‘V-gehts?’ to Hitler.” 

“Don’t talk to me about these columnists,” said Sam, I—, I— 

“Sam, don’t you begin no philosophizing,” said Mrs. Rubelson, 
“better watch Mortimer. He’s climbing to the top of the cherry tree 
at night. He may fall down.” 

“Never mind if Mortimer is on the*cherry tree,” said Phil. “A 
cherry tree is a good place to be around. Remember George Wash- 
ington. Mortimer may be President some day.” 

“But in Washington’s case,” countered Mrs. Rubelson, “the 
cherry tree fell down from Washington but I am afraid here 
Mortimer will fall down from the cherry tree. It’s quite different.” 

“But,” said Phil to Sam turning away from Mrs. Rubelson, 
“what have you against columnists?” 

“Well, they make me sick,” said Sam, “that’s all. Take this 
fellow, Pegler. You know I remember some fancy English female 
snob wanted to have a joke at Israel Zangwill at some function or 
other. She comes up to Zangwill and looking through her lorgnette, 
said: ‘Mr. Zangwill, I take it, you don’t like ham, haw, haw, haw!’ 

_ “And Zangwill looked at her and said, ‘No, Madame, I don’t 
care very much for ham but I don’t like tongue, either.’ ” 

“And I don’t like the tongue of these columnists,” continued 
Sam. “But what makes me sorest of all is the way we Jews react 
to all of these guys like Pegler or say Albert Jay Nock. Take Mr. 
Pegler for instance. He spent most of his life writing sports. I sup- 
pose he knows the Dodgers’ batting averages, and when he speaks 
on that subject, I am willing to listen. When he tells me that 
Bohunkus is likely to come in third at Pimlico, it’s also all right. 
But all of a sudden he becomes an authority on the Constitution. 
He has also written columns disdaining art, others disdaining music, 
except the kind heard about prize rings with which he is familiar. 
He is disdainful of the Constitution as the founders of the country 
framed it. So I say why should we Jews get excited about his 
opinions on subjects outside his scope? Why does this organiza- 
tion and that organization write out learned essays, proving by 
facts and figures that Mr. Pegler is all wet? Why doesn’t some 
organization forget being nice for a while and say a few things 
sharp and nasty?” 

“Remember,” replied Phil, “we must preserve our dignity above 
all things.” 

“Remind me,” replied Sam, “to start a Society for the Com- 
batting of Excessive Dignity among Jews. Take this fellow, Nock. 
I'll bet there have been two score replies to him from various 
Jewish sources, treating Mr. Nock’s rampage as though a great 
new light had shone upon the world, treating him as though Nock 
were really presenting objectively anything but the old whang- 
doodle about the Jews. But the fact is, as anyone who knows any- 
thirig at all about Nock’s work knows, is that Nock is one of the 
chronic sour pusses of American letters and has been so for the last 
quarter of century and more. Take his Journal, written, I believe, 
about 1935, and you will find there that he doesn’t like Armenians, 
and Greeks either. He say that one Greek is as bad as two Jews and 
two Armenians worse than five Greeks or Jews. I am not pretend- 
ing to give you the actual mathematics of his dislikes, but it is 
plain that he is as full of prejudices as a dog is of fleas. He doesn’t 
like Greeks, Armenians, Jews. He doesn’t like the masses of people, 
although he professes to be a great admirer of Jefferson, and in his 
way, is. He says women have never liked him, and I believe him, 
also adding that probably not too many men. In fact, I have a 
strong suspicioh that Mr. Nock doesn’t like himself any too much 
either. One of his books is called ‘Our Enemy, The State’. He 
doesn’t believe in the state. He should next write a book: ‘Our 
Enemy, Everybody.’ ” 

“Remember,” continued Sam, “I have no objection to Mr. Nock 
in general. I object principally to the way we Jews react to him, 
with philosophical answers to his so-called arguments. I say we 
should take into consideration that Mr. Nock likes to be a little 

- eccentric. And this is a free country. Why shouldn’t he be? In 
fact, it makes a man a little more interesting to be one. For in- 
stance, I confess I have found many interesting things in some of 
Nock’s books. I believe he tells in one of them of a gardener he 
knew who explained his success with flowers by saying that he 
talked to the flowers. Now, it is all right to me, if Mr. Nock be- 
lieves that he can make a geranium understand him, but Mr. 
Nock’s say so doesn’t prove it, and I don’t bother myself writing 
learned answers to disprove it. I say, we should say, ‘Brother 
Nock, you know you have always been a sour puss. You talk of the 
Jews needing a modus vivendi to communicate with other peoples. 
Mr. Nock, you need such a modus vivendi to get along with other 
people more than anybody we know. If that’s the evidence of being 
an oriental, Mr. Nock, you are two Chinamen and three Malayans 
rolled in one.’” \ 

“Would you go so far as to say,” asked Phil, “that every Nock 
is a boost?” 

“Stop your punning,” replied Sam. “As I was saying, when a 
man throws mud at you, the only way to remove mud is with soap, 
and soap, you know, has caustics. It’s all right to turn the other 
cheek to the smiter. There’s some grand freezing indifference in 
doing that, but there doesn’t seem to be to me any sense in this

and the Jacksonville Naval Base, 
Florida; Rabbi E. Charles Sydney, 
Portland, Ore., resident chaplain 
at Camp San Louis Obispo and 
Camp Roberts, California; Rabbi

When 
he finished, he turned to Sam, who is only 20, and said: “Don’t you 
think you should enlist?” ; 

Sam said “yes” and meant it. The next day, he called up Anita 
Schwartz, his girl friend who works in a large New York depart- 
ment store. He said, “Listen, Anita, tell me; if I enlist for a year 
will you wait for me?” 

Sam said Anita didn’t answer for a little while. Then she said, 
“All right, Sam, I’ll wait.” 

He enlisted the next day and they sent him to Fort Monmouth, 
N. J., where he is a lad technician in the medical department. 

Outside of being the son of the army’s official hat designer, 
Private K. is quite a fellow in his own right. For example, at the 
age of 18 when he was a student at Abraham Lincoln High School 
in New York, he entered the National High School Track and Field 
meet at Madison Square Garden and walked off with a national 
championship. He won the shot put. That was in 1938. Sam today 
looks as though he could do it again.

dash — by which I mean the V that among 
the enslaved peoples of Europe stands for Vic- 
tory. Yes, V-Day shall come and we shall march 
the streets, all glowing, as we did that sacred 
day of November 11, 1918. 

(My children were young that time and we 
took them downtown to walk with the rapt multi- 
tudes and let them share a great day. There was 
a gorgeous dawn that morning that reminded 
one of the Biblical rainbow which was for a sign 
of covenant between God and man. It turned out 
to be a heart-breaking illusion but it is good to 
remember it even 23 years later.) 

We shall celebrate again on V-day and march 
these streets and fill our eyes with another gor- 
geous dawn, and hope that this time the promise 
is true. We shall walk along with sticks, tapping 
three dots and a dash on the sidewalks.

V-Day: The streets are pack-jammed and 
people everywhere are saying thank goodness, it 
all ended happily after all. The conquered na- 
tions are all free again to live their lives 
the French and the Norwegians Danes and 
Belgians . . Russians and Greeks Poles 
and Dutch . .. Czechoslavs and Jugoslavs. Even 
the Germans are free. 

And Hitler . . . Ho! Ho! It’s funny how 
things came out for Hitler. He wanted the world 
but all he has are the six feet of earth in which 
his soldiers threw him after they shot him. 

They say that was the perfect ending for Hitler 

. executed by his own people and having only 
these six feet of earth at the end. The ministers 
gave sermons quoting Scripture about the trans- 
gressor who falls into his own snare and is de- 
stroyed. Yes, it’s true as was written: The 
wicked come finally to retributive justice. 

We tap three dots and a dash on the sidewalks 
with our sticks. It is done in unison by the 
thousands and it has a sound as of all mankind 
knocking at the door of a bright new world. 

V-Day. Yet here and there is some one who 
remains troubled. He is a fellow who looks for 
shadows even on the brightest day. Everything 
has ended happily for everybody, it seems, but, he 
asks how do the Jews come out in all this? Is it 
V-Day for the Jews, too? 

He makes himself a nuisance going about, as 
he does, asking these embarrassing questions. The 
suffering of Jews is an old, old story anyway 
and you can’t let that fall, like a shadow, on the 
joy of V-Day. 

He persists in asking, but what after V-Day? 
What of the Jews tomorrow? These homeless 
Jews scattered over Europe, living by sufferance. 
Where will they go tomorrow? What nations will 
take them tomorrow? All the other peoples get 
their homes back on V-Day. 

Will the hate be dead tomorrow? Will the 
poisoned hearts of the generations discharge their 
venom tomorrow? 

V-Day: They have put Hitler in his grave but 
Hitler remains vital and warm in this hate he 
gave to millions.

I look with joyous expectancy toward V-Day— 
three dots .. . and a dash, but I remain worried 
about the day after. 

Just today there came to me the first-hand 
report of a conquest by Hitler in one of our 







American cities. This is a city in which Jews 
were held in highest esteem through many 
years. Jews had an able, equal and unselfish 
part in the affairs of the city. Jews active and 
generous in the philanthropies of the city, Jews 
large in the cultural enterprises, Jews foremost in 
all things that had to do with civic righteousness. 

Now in that city is a private hospital that has 
a distinguished research laboratory which needed 
@ specialist in a certain branch of chemistry. The 
director of the laboratory wrote to a famous uni- 
versity in another city: Did they know ‘of a 
young man who could adequately fill this place? 

Yes, they knew precisely such a young man. 
Dr. B—! Dr. B— was a fellow in chemistry at 
the university, a Ph.D. from John Hopkins, a 
scholar and a gentleman. 

It turned out that Dr. B— was just the kind 
of man the laboratory required. He seemed as 
good as appointed. He made ready for the per- 
sonal interview, packed his suitcase for the trip. 

But the day before he was to depart the head 
of his department received a letter from the direc- 
tor of the laboratory. The director said he was 
very sorry but he couldn’t take Dr. B—. He had 
found out he was a Jew. (He hadn’t at first been 
aware of this because Dr. B—’s name doesn’t 
sound Jewish.) He, himself, he said, didn’t feel 
anti-Semitic but there was a lot of “violent anti- 
Semitism” among the doctors of the community 
and of the hospital. He thought Dr. B— wouldn’t 
have a happy life of it amid so much-anti-Jewish 
hostility. 

Dr. B— had everything for a good and effective 
life in the laboratory—character, scholarship, ex- 
perience—but he was a Jew, and that was a 
quality of him that doctors couldn’t tolerate. They 
had taken a page from “Mein Kampf” and were 
following the philosophy of the guttersnipe to 
wallow in his filthy hate. 

Scientific men had been reduced to the hood- 
lums who like to pull the beards of old Jews in 
the days before hating Jews became a policy of 
state and the phony science of fraudulent theore- 


ticians.

V-Day, indeed! Hitler’s body lies moldering in 
his grave but his deformed soul is kept preciously 
in the hearts of men. How bright can this new 
world be into which men bring an old and foul- 
smelling darkness? 

Hitler, it seems to me, must first be unseated 
from the hearts of people where he sits dictatorial 
and gives commands to doctors. “You shall not 
tolerate employment of this chemist who is a 
Jew” and; to business men: “There shall be no 
place in your defense industry for this young 
engineer; he is a Jew”; and to college presidents: 
“You shall have no Jews on your faculty”; and to 
“Christian Front” hoodlums on the street: “Here 
comes a Jew. Sock ’im one.” 

The bright new world never will get a good 
start if it takes from the old one the vile hate on 
which Hitler built his whole bloody shambles. 

Yet I tap again on my typewriter the three 
dots . . . and the dash — that stand for the V 
that is for Victory. My V is for a victory that 
shall set free ALL the peoples and put Hitler ir 
his grave and expel him from the hearts of men 
as well.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

Several weeks ago we published 
a short item from Cleveland an- 
nouncing the appointment of J. L. 
Brenn, of Huntington, Ind., to 
the board of Bellefaire, the Cleve- 
land Jewish Orphan Home, so that 
when last Friday I passed through 
that city on my way home from 
Fort Wayne, I stopped in to see 
who and what and how was J. L. 
Brenn. 


As you probably have noticed 
heretofore I like to meet people, 
and Mr. Brenn turned out to be one 
of the reasons why this pastime 
can be delightful. He’s the presi- 
dent of The Huntington Labora- 
tories, a large chemical manu- 
facturing concern, with plants also 
in Toronto, Can., and Denver, and 
although it was 4:30 p. m. when I 
called on him, he was still working 
in his shirt sleeves in his office, and 
we stayed and talked until long 
after all the employees had gone 
home, and the large building was 
ghostly empty except for he and I. 

That Mr. Brenn is a striking 
looking man is actually beside the 
point. What is more important 
is that he is a substantial Jew, and 
wouldn’t go one step out of his 
way to avoid any of the responsi- 
bilities which go with his position 
as a Jew and as a Jewish leader. 

And he told me many stories. A 
good many of these are connected 
with Huntington and Wabash, 
which is nearby, and some time I 
hope to feret out in full the very 
interesting tales, of which Mr. 
Brenn gave me the general out- 
lines. Wabash, it seems, was the 
home of the first Jewish congrega- 
tion in Indiana, and many were 
the early Jewish settlers there 
who traded furs and hides with the 
Indians. But the interesting side 
of this story would develop in fol- 
lowing the history of the descend- 
ants of these early intrepid Jewish 
settlers. Mr. Brenn told me of 
several families, now in the upper 
crust of Huntington and vicinity’s 
respected non-Jewish circles, whose 
grandfathers’ names grace the 
time-weathered pages of the mi- 
nutes of Congregation Achduth 
Vesholom, which is Fort Wayne’s 
Reform Jewish congregation. 
(There is also a good story in how 
the name Achduth Vesholom was 
adopted but it’ll have to wait too 
for another occasion). 


To sum up this “chair,” here’s 
a generalization: I find the Jews 
of small towns so much more in- 
teresting that those of larger com- 
munities. I believe this is true in 
the same way of Jews of Indian- 
apolis, and say Jews of Chicago, 
but I can go almost anywhere 
in Indiana, and in any small 
town of any consequence, find a 
Jewish resident, who not only is

One Way To Look At It 


N INTERVIEW with Hillel Rogoff, manag- 

ing editor of The Jewish Daily Forward, by 
Henry Montor, as published in The American 
Jewish World, of Minneapolis, renders the con-— 
clusion obvious that one of the finest attrac- 
tions of the coming year for Jewish organiza- 
tions would be a debate between Mr. Rogoff 
and Richard Gutstadt of the Anti-Defamation 
League. 

For Mr. Rogoff when asked, “Don’t you be- 
lieve in the work being done to combat anti- 
Semitism?”, replied: “Oh, I suppose they 
should keep on the alert to see what’s going 
on. If anything, this war has effectively crushed 
many rising anti-Semitic movements. The out- 
rages of Hitlerism have produced a new under- 
standing of Jewish suffering. Moreover, a recog- 
nition that Hitler must be defeated if the world 
is to be made free and safe has brought greater 
awareness that anti-Semitism is merely a weapon 


in the anti-democratic arsenal.” 

And the remainder of the interview is even 
more contemptuous of our anti-Semitic friends. 

There is one school of thought among Jewish 
leaders which holds that the Jewish problem has 
been over-emphasized, as does Mr. Rogoff, but 
these leaders base their logic on the conclusion 
that whatever a Jew does makes no difference, for 
when anti-Semitic leaders want to accuse the 
Jew with anything they trump up the most con- 
venient defamation at hand, and that is all. Mr. 
Rogoff, however, is all alone, in believing that 
following the war, Jewish security will need no 
more attention and cultivation than just to be 
let alone. 

If nothing else Mr. Rogoff’s words should serve 
to quiet not a few jumpy nerves, and since no 
Jewish Welfare Fund campaign is in the offing, 
this paper won’t point out any of the very many 
possibilities which the Forward editor overlooked 
or refused to consider seriously. 


Our New Column About The Soldiers 


PACGUE RTs in this issue of a weekly col- 

umn of news about Jewish boys from Indiana 
in the U. S. armed forces, indicates how much the 
draft has meant to Indiana Jewish communities. 
Because there are only about 9,000 Jews in 


Indianapolis, and not over 2,500 in any other 
community in the state, it was thought that the 
draft would do little more than cause a ripple in 
Jewish community life. But as it is, hardly any 


family does not have either a son or a brother, 
or a nephew or a cousin, or someone in whose 
interest they are vitally concerned, now serving 
in some branch of the service. And this not to 
mention the many pining young maidens whose 
dreams were so rudely interrupted. 

The Post hopes its new column, “In The Army 
Now” will serve to bring information about the 
drafted and enlisted men to their many friends 
and relatives throughout the state.

Treachery Of Vichy 


pesnoren there have been many promises 

made to the United States by the Vichy govern- 
ment about non-cooperation with the Nazis, any 
observer of the action of the Petain group in con- 
nection with its attitude to and promulgations 
against the Jews could have foretold what Wash- 
ington has now come to realize—Vichy will do 
whatever the Nazis want it to do. 

So once again the Jew is a barometer, and in 
this case, too, the barometer was never consulted. 


The latest bitter moves of the Petain government 
have given over to the Nazi those Jews of unoccu- 
pied France who had escaped the Hitler horde as 
it poured into nation after nation. This in itself 
was a treacherous deed the like of which is almost 
unknown in modern history. Another act, the 
granting to the Nazis permission to send Jews 
to Madagascar, is of the same pattern. 

It must be realized that there is nothing to be 
expected in a humanitarian or courageous way 
from Vichy.

Removal of Union Offices Termed Unwise by 
The Jewish Ledger, of Omaha, Neb.—Contem- 
plated removal of the offices of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations from Cincinnati 
to Washington strikes us as an ill-conceived move. 
Not that any permanent damage is to be inflicted 
on Reform Judaism by the action, but the ques- 
tion might be raised just how is it to benefit. 

It is true the bulk of American Jewry lives in 
the east. It is true that the new secretary of 
the U. A. H. C. resides in Baltimore at a distance 
from the offices in Cincinnati. But there are 
enough national headquarters in New York o: 
Washington to take good care of the Jewish cause. 

Those Jewish organizations which have had their 
centers in the middle-west have exhibited healthier 
characteristics. They have been less prone to en- 
gage in controversy. They have developed more 
naturally and became characteristically American. 

The Union has been identified with Cincinnati 
since 1878. It has carried on the work started 
there by Isaac Mayer Wise. As a matter of senti- 
ment alone, it would seem an effort would be 
made to keep it there. 

Rather than considering the removal of offices 
to the east, it would appear more logical for Jew- 
ish organizations if they would begin considering 
moving to the west. ,

Ostentation In Jewish Weddings Deplored By 
Rabbi Louis I. Newman—Ostentation at Jewish 
weddings should be scrupulously avoided. A cer- 
tain amount of pomp and circumstances is un- 
avoidable, but the sanctity of the ceremony should 
not be overborne by the mechanical precision of 


the pageant. In a certain city a well-known dance 
room is being used for weddings, due to the 
persistence of an organization which gave the 
authorities no peace until permission to hold 
weddings there was granted. The Jewish laity 
are responsible for this “opulence.” A family 
present at a ceremony in order to witness it with 
a view to the marriage of the daughter soon after 
was asked by the Rabbi, who had been displeased 
by the over-elaborate and pretentious arrange- 
ments: “How did you like the occasion?” “It was 
terrible,” replied one of the family, and the Rabbi 
was pleased to think that his own judgment had 
been borne out by the observation of others. But 
he was deeply chagrined when the mother con- 
tinued: “The girls didn’t keep step to the music 
at all.” The result was that the wedding she ar- 
ranged was even more intricate. Another curse 
on modern marriages is the candid photographer 
Rabbis should forbid him to take any pictures 
while the ceremony is being conducted. It is a 
“Hillul ha-Shem” to have grasshoppers jumping 
up and down for snapshots from all angles. And 
a third desecration of Jewish marriages is the 
singing of banal popular songs in the middle of 
the Hebraic marriage ritual. Families should not 
make impossible demands. “Why are you hurry- 
ing the procession?” asked the bride’s mother at 
the rehearsal, when the Sexton was organizing the 
procession for the Temple service. “Give the 
bridesmaids longer time to show off their gowns!” 
What, pray, can we do with such a people! And 
should not Rabbis and lay leaders together insist 
that there be true “Derekh Eretz,” genuine re- 
finement and good-taste in Jewish observances!
